WASHINGTON, June 3 (AP)—] 


Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower said 
today the United States must have 
assurances it never will be cut off 
from the resources and friends it 
has in other parts of the world. 

He said, too, that “Korea and 
Indochina have as important im- 
plications as any other sector of 
the world,” and he warned of a 
continuing danger of “subversion, 
bribery and stealing” of free 
countries by the Communists such 
as occurred in the case of Czecho- 
slovakia. 

Eisenhower said he had con- 


sistently contended that the domi- | 


nant factor in any future war will 
be airpower. At the same time, 
he said he wished anyone who be- 


lieves the foot soldier can be 
eliminated would “show me how 
to do it.” 


Last Day in Uniform. 

He made the statements at a 
press conference opening his last 
day in the uniform of a five-star 
general. 

Just freed from his assignment 
as supreme commander of West- 
ern defense forces in Europe, 
Eisenhower said Europe has spe- 
cial factors of importafice for the | 
United States. 

“If Europe fell into the Com- 
munist orbit we would be very 
badly placed,” the general said. 

He said the same _ situation 
would hold should the Commu- 
nists conquer or subvert other 
areas of the world with which 
Western Europe has social, eco- 
homic and political connections. 

He cited in this connection the 
importance of the Belgian Congo. 
If the Congo were lost, the gen- 
eral asserted, “I don’t know what 
we would do.” 

Reference to Uranium. 
_ This was an obvious reference 
to the uranium resources of that 
Africar. area. 

Eisenhower met with about 100 
newspaper and radio men at the 
Pentagon. After a 12-minute lec- 
ture on the accomplishments in 
Europe of the last 18 months he 
answered questions. 

The first was on airpower. 

Senator Robert A. Taft, Eisen- 
hower’s chief rival for the Repub- 
lican presidential nomination, 
charged in a speech Sunday that 
deterioration of American air 
strenzith began while the general 
was Army chief of staff in.

Saying that he was ready to 
comment “on the record,” Eisen- 
hower recalled “there was a man 
named Billy Mitchell” who agi- 
tated after World War I for a sep- 
arate Air Force. 

Eisenhower added that he him- 
self “instantly started” after 
World War II to co-operate in 
divorcing airpower from the 
ground forces,

The four persons rushed to the 
hospital were Dr. Peter A. Mor- 
ris and’ Aaron J. Ulrich, physicists 
and Mrs. Louise Kollman and Ro- 
land. A. Bach, research tech-

They were working as a team 
on a secret atomic experiment at 
the DuPage county laboratory of 
the onne installation in sub- 
urban t, Ill., when the ac- 
cident occurred yesterday.

Bunche, a Negro and winner of 
the Nobel Peace Prize in 1950 for 
his work as U.N. Mediator in Pal- 
estine, was awarded the honorary 
degree of doctor of laws by the 
university in today’s exercises. It 
was his thirty-fifth honorary de- 
gree in recognition of his record 
of public service. 

Praised for Humanitarianism. 

The citation fer the degree, 
read by Carl F. Taeusch, profes- 
sor of public administration at 
the university, noted Bunche’s 
“great humanitarianism, his in- 
sight into the retations of man- 
kind, his sound judgment in the 
ordering of public affairs and his 
warmth of intelligent fellowship.” 


‘the unlimited potentiality for 


Bunche, a former professor of 
political science at Howard Uni- 
versity, Washington, DC., in his 
address reviewed the world situ- 
ation and asserted that “there 
will be no miracles to release us 
from our present burdens of anx- 
iety. : 

“Great patience, composure and 
determination as well as heavy 
sacrifices will be required of us 
if the catastrophe of atomic war 
is to be averted. The process of 
patient, persistent negotiation is 
the welltested-means of resolving 
international differences short of 
war. In these times it is a pain- 
ful process but it is the only sen- 
sible process.” 

Recalls Own Graduation. 
Recalling his own graduation 
from college—“exactly, a quarter 
century ago this month”—Bunche 
said that then, as now, the world 
was “bedeviled by great prob- 
lems,” with widespread fear, in- 
security and suffering, ideological 
conflicts and prejudices and big- 
otries in the relations among 
peoples. 

“But I recall quite clearly that 
on that fair June day I was very 
happy and, identified though I 
was with a disadvantaged group, 
I looked to the future with great 
hope,” he said. 

“I do not think that this 
hopefulness was a naive expres- 
sion of innocent youth. I am sure 
that it was based solidly on the 
most vital lesson I had learned, 
or ever will learn — faith in

Historic Ruling Sets Forth 
Limits on Presidential

WASILINGTON, June 2—The 
Supreme Court’s 6-to-3 decision 
yesterday that President Truman 
acted illegally in seizing the steel 
plants was a major victory for 
the “rigid” constructionists of the 
Constitution. 

Conversely it was a devastating 
rebuke to Truman and others who 
believed the Constitution is a 
“flexible” instrument that en- 


'gated powers to meet 
'crises quickly withou 


abled the President, as the chief 


| executive and commander in chief, 


to exercise “inherent” and undele- 


national 
prior con- 
gressional approval. 

The majority decision, as elab- 
orated by six separate opinions, 
will have a profound effect on 
the actions of future Presidents. 
Instead of settling the issue on 
the narrowest possible procedural 
or constitutional grounds, which 
is usually the custom of the high- 
est court, the six justices wrought 
on a grand scale and in the his- 
toric tradition of the earliest 
opinions of the court, as in Mar- 
bury v. Madison, the Dartmouth 
College case and McCulloch v. 
Maryland. 

Decision Sets Limits. 

It is the first decision that sets 
out affirmatively the limits beyond 
which the President cannot go 
under Article II of the Constitu- 
tion, which had been relied upon 
by “strong” Presidents to exer- 
cise extra-ordinary powers in time 
of war or in national emergencies. 
While the effect of the decision 
was negative, in that it pointed 
out what the President cannot 
do, it was a landmark that future 
Presidents and their subordinates 
must recognize and respect. 

While the decision was not as 
blunt as United States District 
Judge Pine’s decision on April 
29 that ours is strictly a govern- 
ment of delegated and enumer- 
ated powers, it left no leeway for 
a President to take ovef private 
property on his own authority.

Prisoners in Compound 604 re- 
fused tod remove clothing from 
the barbed wire fence obstructing 
the guards’ view of the enclosure. 
‘The guards then opened fire with 
crippling shotgun blasts to drive 
the unruly P.O.W.s back from the 
fence. 

Two of the prisoners were 
taken to a camp hospital for 
treatment. The other two were 
given first aid by fellow prison- 
ers. 

The shooting raised prisoner 
casualties for the last 24 hours to 
one dead and seven wounded, 
One prisoner was killed and an- 
other wounded by the accidental 
discharge of a guard’s machine- 
gun and two were wounded in 
the night in an escape attempt.

“Loose and irresponsible use of 
adjectives colors all non-legal and 
much legal discussion of presiden- 
tial powers. Inherent powers, im- 
plied powers, incidental powers, 
plenafy powers, war powers and 
emergency powers are used, often 
interchangeably and without fixed 
or ascertainable meanings. 

‘Basis for Pressures.’ 
“The vagueness and generality 
of the clauses that set forth pres- 
idential powers afford a plausible 
basis for pressures within and 
without an Administration for 
presidential action beyond that 
supported by those whose respon- 
sibility it is to defend his actions 
in court. The claim of inherent 
and unrestricted _ presidential 
power has long been a persuasive 
dialectical weapon in political con- 
troversy. While it is not surpris- 
ing that counsel should grasp

In fact, to my think- 
ing, such a grant may well be 
necessary to the very existence of 
the Constitution itself.” 

Justice Clark, however, joined 
the majority by saying that be- 
cause Congress had acted, first by 
the Taft-Hartley Act, then by the 
Selective Service Act and finally 
by the Defense Production Act, 
President Truman should have 
exhausted these remedies before 
relying on his unspecified powers.

Some Members Express

WASHINGTON, June 3 (AP)— 
Congressional reaction to the Su- 
preme Court decision on the steel 
industry seizure generally was one 
of approval today. 

The approval was mixed with 
some expressions that additional 
laws to handle critical labor dis- 


putes might be necessary. And 
‘there was some. criticism of the 
minority of the Court, which, in 


a 6-to-3 split yesterday, gave an 


‘opinion in support. of President 


Truman’s sezure of the steel 
mills. 

Senator Russell (Dem.), Geor- 
gia, a candidate for the Demo- 
cratic presidential nomination, 
said the Court's decision “restores 
the concept that it is better to 
have a law, (Taft-Hartley) even 
if it is a bad law, than to rely 
on this dangerous doctrine: of in- 
herent powers.” 

Another presidential aspirant, 
Republican Gov. Earl Warren of 
California, said the decision re- 
moved a challenge to the basic 


American principle of govern- 


iment. In a statement at Los An- 


geles, Warren said he regarded it 


as a red letter day .in United | 


States history. 
Believes House Will Act. 


Representative Priest ‘(Dem.), 
Tennessee, a House Administra- 
tion leader, said he felt Congress 
would act readily on emérgency 
powers if Truman asked for them. 

On the other hand, Senator 
Taft (Rep.), Ohio, co-author of 
the Taft-Hartley law, said “I do 
not feel that Congress is called 
upon to pass- any emergency 
legislation until the President has 
exhausted his present statutory 
power.” 

Chairman Barden (Dem.), North 
Carolina, of the House Labor 
Committee, said no group should 
be permitted to “bring the coun- 
try to its knees.” He said Tru- 
man should act at once under 
the Taft-Hartley law to get steel 
production rolling again. 

Barden indicated he has no 
plans for his committee to con- 
sider any further anti-strike or 
seizure legislation. He said pro- 
cedure for settling disputes al- 
ready has been established and 
he is opposed to “tinkering with 
it” needlessly, . 

In the Senate, Senator Stennis 
(Dem.), Mississippi, said he 
thought it important that Con- 
gress “pass additional legislation 
to apply at. the expiration of the 
Taft-Hartley 80-day cooling off 
period if the Taft-Hartley law is 
invoked, and earlier if it is not 
invoked.”

Dramatizing the spirit of party

TO END WALKOUT 


1084 Favor Return to 
Jobs, 1027 Are Against 
It in Dispute Over 
Seniority. 


CIO production workers at 
Wagner Electric Corp. voted today 
to end the walkout that has shut 
down the main plant since yes- 
terday afternoon. The vote, in- 
cluding those of employes in 
three smaller plants, was 1084 
for a return, 1027 against. 

.The vote was tabulated at a 
meeting called by officers of local

After results were announced, 
Edwin J. Brown, local president, 
said union members would return 
to work, starting with the 4:15 
p.m. shift today.

The local’s officers 
had described the walkout as un- 
authorized. 

Participating in today’s voting 
were employes of the main plant, 
6400 Plymouth avenue, Wellston, 
and much smaller facilities at Ed-

Berkeley City, and Broadway and 
Spruce street. 


Speakers at today’s meeting 
were divided on the question of 
returning to work, although those 
who: advocated it were greeted 
with hisses and boos. 

Production workers began leav- 
ing the job at the company’s main 
plant yesterday morning in a dis- 
pute involving up-grading of em- 
ployes over others with more 
seniority. 

The work stoppage became 
complete when union members 
refused to report for the 4:15 p.m. 
shift. Likewise, no one entered 
the plant for today’s shifts start- 
ing at 12:30 a.m. and 7:45 a.m. 

Pickets carrying signs saying 
“No Seniority Rights” were sta- 
ticned at both entrances to the 
plant, beginning late yesterday. 

Immediate cause of the dispute 
is the workers’ complaint that a 
man with less than two years’ 
seniority was assigned to a job in 
preference to a man with nine 
years’ seniority. <A basic. differ- 
ence between the union and the 
company over the question of pro- 
motions, not only for this in- 
dividual but for other workers, 
was reported.

But Now He Isa World Citizen 


Eisenhower’s Return Excites Town Famed 
as Home of Wild Bill Hickok and as 
End of Chisholm Trail.

ABILENE,. Kan., June 3—The 


boy from Abilene is coming home, 
back to the old Chisholm trail, to 
set forth on a new trail which he 
and his friends hope may lead to 
the White House. 

Abilene is making the most of 
the occasion with banners and 
bunting flying in Main street. In 
the past Abilene has been famous 
as a wild cow town, home of 
straight-shooting Wild Bill Hickok 
and as the northern end of the 
Chisholm cattle trail from Texas. 

Abilene: is honoring a home- 
town boy who made good in for- 
eign fields—General of the Army 
Dwight David Eisenhower, su- 
preme commander of the Allied 
forces in Europe in World War 
II, then chief of staff in Washing- 
ton, later supreme commander of 
the North Atlantic Treaty forces, 
and now on inactive duty status 
to await the outcome of. the Re- 
publican convention in Chicago 
July 7. 

Man of Iron. 

The Eisenhowers have gone far 
and have come fast. Legend has 
it that in medieval Germany, the 
family name was Eisenhauer, 
which means “iron hewer,” though 
the family prefers the definition 
of “iron striker.” 

Anyway, Eisenhower is a man 
of iron. ' 

Those opposed to a military 
man running for President may 
be interested to know that Gen. 
Ike was born into a pacifist fam- 
ily. Fact is, the Eisenhowers ad- 
hered to a sub-sect of the Men- 
nonites, which placed little faith 
in militarism and war. 

Wars and other distresses, mili- 
tary, political and economical 
drove the Eisenhowers from place 
to place. From the Rhineland, the 
Bavarian palatinate, to Switzer- 
land, to Holland, to the Pennsyl- 
vania Dutch, to the Texans of 
Denison, and to the Kansan of 
Abilene. 

To this hour a fierce war rages. 
Is Ike Eisenhower a Texan from 
Denison, where he was born, or 
a Kansan from Abilene, where he 
grew up and went off to West 
Point? 

Or is he, resuming his New 
York residence, a man _ from 
Morningside Heights, on the rock- 
ribbed upper West Side of Man- 
hattan Island. where he served 
as president of Columbia Univer- 
sity until the bugle call of duty 
took him back to the European 
command? 

Or, is he a gentleman farmer 
from Pennsylvania, where he had 
hoped to settle down in his 60s, 
and had purchased a farm at 
Gettysburg, where Abraham Lin- 
coln had won his most famous 
victory and had delivered his 
most remembered speech? 

Abilene Has First Claim. 

Abilene gets the first claim on 
General Ike, but Denison will not 
be denied. The latter city’s mayor 
has denounced Abilene as a pre- 
sumptuous, carpet-bagging so- 
and-so. Kansas normally is a 
Republican state, and Texas is 
trending toward Republicanism, 
but when it comes to claiming 
Eisenhower as a native son 
Abilene and Denison have little 
in common, both so proud of him

ON U.S. RIGHTS IN BERLIN 


He Accuses Soviet Union of Threatening 
Gestures Along Borders of 
Western Germany. 


_ WASHINGTON, June 3 (AP)— 
Secretary of State Dean Acheson 


warned Russia last night that the 
United States intends to ‘main- 
tain our full rights” in Berlin. 
Accusing the Soviet Union of 
executing a series of threatening 
gestures in Berlin and along the 
borders of Western Germany, 
Acheson declared in a radio and 
Sree repent to the <merican 


pee These actions of the Soviet 
Union shall not succeed in their 
purpose, which is to deflect or 
delay the continued progress of 
the European defense community. 

“‘We shall meet these and such 
other actions as may occur in the 
future with quiet determination 
and steadiness.” 

As for Berlin, Acheson said: 

“The situation requires us to 
maintain our full rights as an 
eccupation power.” . 

Truman Plea To Congress. 

Acheson spoke a few hours 
after. President Truman had 
asked Congress for speedy rati- 
fication of agreements to include 
West Germany in Europe's alli- 
ance against the threat of Com- 
munist aggression. 

Acheson restated a theme Tru- 
man stressed — that the move 
to rearm West Germany threatens 
no one and is actually “in alliance 
for peace.” 

Acheson also declared: 


_ “We have given no secret or 


undisclosed commitments or guar- 
antees. Let me make that clear.” 
Acheson underscored the joint 
American-British-French warning 
last week that the three nations 
would regard any attack on Berlin 
as an attack against themselves.

PREMIERS POST 


Gheorghiu - De} Named ‘ 


After ‘Communist -Run| @ 
Assembly Elevates} 


Groza to Presidency. 


LONDON, June 3 (UP)—The 

ommunists became undisputed 
rulers of Romania in name as well 
as in fact today. 

The Red-run national Assembly 
kicked upstairs last night the non- 
Communist who since March 6, 
1945, has served conveniently as 
their puppet Premier, Dr. Petru 
Groza, head of the so-called Plow- 
men’s Front party. 

Dr. Groza was named President 
of Romania, a post in which he 
will be no more than a figure- 
— 

en the Assembly unanimously 
proclaimed as Premitr Gheorghe 
Gheorghiu-Dej, secretary-general 
of the Communist party—or 
Workers’ party, as it is known in 
Romania. , 

The Soviet news agency Tass 
said that immediately after being 
Sworn in, he pledged himself te 
strengthen Romania's friendship 
with the Soviet Union. 

Tass Is Quoted. 

Said Tass: 

“Gheorghiu-Dej stressed that 
he would never deviate from the 
teachings of Marx, Engels, Lenin 
and Stalin, that he would fight 

with determination against the 
designs of the Anglo-American 
imperialists and their foreign 
agents, and would not spare his 
efforts to strengthen the defen- 
Sive capacity of the country.” 

The replacement of Groza re- 
moved the last non-Communist, 
co-operative though he was, hold- 
ing a position of power in the 
Romanian government. It also 
made Hungary the last remaining 
Soviet satellite in eastern Europe 
without a Communist premier. 

The move was believed part of 
a Moscow-ordered tightening up 
of Communist rule in Romania to 
remove doubtful elements from 
positions of power. The party 
even ousted two prominent Com- 
munists from positions as deputy 
premiers last week. 

Ana Pauker Ousted. 

Romanian Foreign Minister Ana 
Pauker was ousted from the Com- 
munist party politburo and sec- 
retariat last week, but held on 
to her portfolio as foreign min- 
ister. 

The resignation of Dr, Constan- 
tin Parhon as President paved the 
way for Dr. Groza’s replacement 
as premier. Dr. Parhon conven- 
iently asked to be relieved of 
the job so that he could devote 
himself entirely to ‘scientific work. 

Gheorghiu - Dej’s promotion 
from first vice premier to Premier 

completed his eclipse of Mrs. 
Pauker. He is a former railroad 
hand and played a leading role 
in the organization of the Roma- 


nian Communist party. He was 
jailed repeatedly before World 
War II for his militant, activities. 
In recognition of the fact that he 
had suffered most at Dej prison 
he tacked Dej on to his name as 
an identifying suffix. 

Statement on Ana Pauker. 

Some light was shed on the 
ease of Ana Pauker today by a 
full-page statement in the offi- 
cial Communist party newspaper 
Scanteia in Bucharest which said 
she had been “severely criticized” 
for encouraging “rightist devia- 
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tionism” in former Finance Minis- 
ter Vassili Luca. He and Interior 
Minister Georgei Georgescu have 
been removed from all govern- 
ment and party posts. 

Mrs. Pauker has acknowledged 
“some of her errors and has 
pledged to fight for the defense 
of the party and hence the Com- 
munist party central committee 
has decided to “help her to see 
the origin of her deviations,” the 
statement said. 7 

It added that “their rightist de- 
viations are closely linked with 
the fact that they lived on a 
‘slope of aristocracy’ and tore 
themselves away from the masses.”

The President reported to Con- 
gress the morning after the seiz- 
ure that he acted because a work 
stoppage in steel production would 
immediately imperil the safety of 
the nation by preventing execu- 
tion of the legislative programs 
for procurement of military equip- 
ment. And, while a shutdown 
could be averted by granting the 
price concessions requested by 
plaintiffs, granting such conces- 
sions would disrupt the price 
stabilization program also enacted 
by Congress. Rather than fail to 
execute either legislative program, 
the President acted to execute 


both. 
Directed at Straw Men 

Much of the argument in this 
case has been directed at straw 
men. We do not now have be- 
fore us the case of a President 
acting solely on the basis of his 
own notions of the public welfare. 
Nor is there any question of un- 
limited executive power in this 
case. The President himself closed 
the door to any such claim when 
he sent his message to Congress 
stating his purpose to abide by 
any action of Congress, whether 
approving or disapproving his 
seizure action. Here, the Presi- 
dent immediately made sure that 
Congress was fully informed of 
the temporary action he had taken 
only to preserve the legislative 
programs from destruction until 
Congress could act. 

The absence of a specific stat- 
ute authorizing seizure’ of the 
steel mills as a mode of execut- 
ing the laws—both the military 
proctrement program and the 
anti-inflation program—has not 
until today been thought to 
prevent the President from exe- - 
cuting the laws. Unlike an ad- 
ministrative commission con- 
fined to the enforcement of the 
statute under which it was 
created, or the head of a de- 

partment when administering a 
| particular statute, the President 
is a constitutional officer 
charged with taking care that a 
“mass of legislation” be exe- 
cuted. 

Flexibility as to mode of execu- 
tion to meet critical situations is 
a matter of practical necessity. 
This practical construction of the 
“take care” clause, advocated by 
John Marshall, was adopted by 
this court in re Neagle, in re 
Debs and other cases cited supra. 
See also ex parte quirin, 317 U.S. 
1;°26 (1942). Although more re- 
strictive views of executive power, 
advocated in dissenting opinions 
of Justices Holmes, McReynolds 
and Brandeis, were emphatically 
rejected by this court in Myers vs. 
United States, supra, members of 
today’s majority treat these dis- 
senting views as authoritative. 

There is no statute prohibit- 
ding seizure as a method of en- 
forcing legislative programs. 
Congress has in no wise indi- 
cated that its legislation is not 
to be executed by the taking of 
private property (subject of 
course to the payment of just 
compensation) if its legislation 
cannot otherwise be executed. 

Indeed, the Universal Military 
Training and Service Act au- 
thorizes the seizure of any plant 
that fails to fill a Government 
contract (Footnote 84) or the 
properties of any steel producer 
that fails to allocate steel as 
directed for defense production 

(Footnote 85). And the Defense 
Production Act authorizes the 
President to requisition equip- 
ment and condemn real proper- 
ty needed without delay in the 
defense effort. (Footnote 86). 

Where Congress authorizes 
seizure in instances not neces- 
sarily crucial to the defense 
program, it can hardly be said 
to have disclosed an intention 
to prohibit seizures where es- 
sential to the execution of that 
legislative program. 

Whatever the extent of presi- 
dential power on more tranquil 
occasions, and whatever the right 
of the. President to execute leg- 
islative programs as he sees fit 
without reporting the mode of 
execution to Congress, the single 
presidential purpose disclosed on 
tsls record is te faithfully exe- 
cute the laws. by acting in an 
emergency to maintain the status 
quo, thereby preventing collapse 
of -the legislative programs until 
Congress could act. 

The President’s action served 
the same purposes as a judicial

tion in that case was contrary to 
an express statute. In this case, 
there is no statute prohibiting the 
action taken by the President in 
a matter not merely important but 
threatening the very safety of the 
nation. 

Executive inaction in such a 
situation, courting national dis- 


aster, is foreign to the concept 
of energy and initiative in the 
executive as created by the 
founding fathers. The Constitu- 
tion was itself “adopted in a 
period of grave emergency... . 
While emergency does not cre- 
ate power, emergency may fur- 
nish the occasion for the exer- 
cise of power” (Footrote 87). 

The framers knew, as we 
should know in these times of 
peril, that there is real danger 
in executive weakness. There is 
no cause fear executive 
tyranny so long as the laws of 
Congress are being faithfully 
executed. Certainly there is no 
basis for fear of dictatorship 
when the Executive acts, as he 
did in this case, only to save 
the situation until Congress 
could act. 

Concerning Taft Act. 


Plaintiffs place their primary 
emphasis on the Labor Manage- 
ment Relations Act of 1947, here- 
inafter referred to as the Taft- 
Hartley Act, but do not contend 
that that act contains any provi- 
sion prohibiting seizure. 


Under the Taft-Hartley Act, as 
under the Wagner Act, collective 
bargaining and the right to strike 
are at the heart of our national 
labor policy. Taft-Hartley pre- 
serves the right to strike in any 
emergency, however serious, sub- 
ject only to an 80-day delay in 
cases of strikes imperiling the na- 
tional health and safety. (Foot- 
note 88). In such a case, the Pres- 
ident may appoint a board of in- 
quiry to report the facts of the 
labor dispute. Upon reviewing 
that report, the President may 
direct the Attorney General to 
petition a district court to enjoin 
the strike. If the injunction is 
granted, it may continue in effect 
for no more than 80 days, during 
which time the board of inquiry 
makes further report and efforts 
are made to settle the dispute. 
When the injunction is dissolved, 
the President is directed fo sub- 
mit a report to Congress together 
with his recommendations, (Foot- 


note 89). 

Enacted after World War II, 
Taft-Hartley restricts the right to 
strike against private employers 
only to a limited extent and for 
the sole purpose of affording an 
additional period of time within 
which to settle the dispute. Taft- 
Hartley in no way curbs strikes 
before an injunction can be ob- 
tained and after an 80-day in- 
junction is dissolved. 

Plaintiffs admit that the 
emergency procedures of Taft- 
Hartley are not mandatory. 
Nevertheless, plaintiffs appar- 
ently argue that, since Congress 
did provide the 80-day injunc- 
tion method for dealing with 
emergency strikes, the Presi- 
dent cannot claim that an emer- 
gency exists until the proce- 
dures of Taft-Hartley have been 
exhausted. This argument was 
not the basis of the district — 
court’s opinion and, whatever 
merit the argument might have 
had following the enactment of 
Taft-Hartley, it loses all force 

when viewed in light of the 
statutory pattern confronting 
the President in this case. 

In Title V of the Defense Pro- 
duction Act of 1950 (Footnote 90), 
Congress stated: 


in order to provide for effective 
price and wage stabilization pur- 
suant to Title IV of this act and 
to maintain uninterrupted produc- 
tion, that there be effective pro- 
cedures for the settlement of labor 
disputes affecting national de- 
fense.” (Sec. 501) 
Title V authorized the Presi- 
dent to initiate labor-management 
conferences and to take action 
appropriate to: out the 
recommendations of such confer- 
ences and the provisions of Title 
V. (Sec. 502.) Due regard is to 
be given to collective 
practice and stabilization policies 
and no action taken is to be in- 
consistent with Taft-Hartley and 
other laws. (Sec. 503.) The pur-

Aware that a technique separate 
from Taft-Hartley had been de- 
vised, members of Congress at- 
tempted to divest the WSB of its 
disputes powers. These attempts 
were defeated in the House, were 
not brought to a vote in the Sen- 
ate and the Defense Production 
Act was extended through June 
30, 1952, without change in the 
disputes powers of the WSB 
(Footnote 94). Certainly this leg- 
islative creation of a new pro- 
cedure for dealing with defense 
disputes negatives any notion that 
Congress intended the earlier and 
discretionary Taft-Hartley proced- 
ure to be an exclusive procedure. 


Accordingly, as of Dec. 22, 
1951, the President had a 
choice between alternate pro- 
cedures for settling the threat- 
ened strike in the steel mills: 


peacetime disputes; the other 
route specially created to deal 
with disputes growing out of 
the defense and stabilization 
program. There is no question 
of bypassing a statutory pro- 
cedure because both of the 
routes available to the Presi- 
dent in December were based 
upon statutory authorization. 
Both routes were available in 
the steel dispute. The union, 
by refusing to abide by the de- 
fense and stabilization program, 
could have forced the President 
to invoke Taft-Hartley at that 
time to delay the strike a maxi- 
mum of 80 days. Instead, the 
union agreed to co-operate with 
the defense program and sub- 
mit the dispute to the Wage 
Stabilization Board. 

WSB Procedure Accepted 
Plaintiffs had no objection 
whatever at that time to the Presi- 
dent’s choice of the WSB route. 
As a result, the strike was post- 
poned, a WSB panel held hear- 
ings and reported the position of 
the parties and the WSB recom- 
mended the terms of a settlement 
which it found were fair. and 
equitable. Moreover, the WSB 
performed a function which the 
board of inquiry contemplated by 
Taft-Hartley could not have ac- 
complished when it checked the 
recommended wage settlement 
against its own wage stabilization 
regulations issued pursuant to its 
stabilization functions under Title 
IV of the Defense Production Act. 
Thereafter, the parties bargained 
on the basis of the WSB recom- 
mendation. 

When the President acted on 
April 8, he had exhausted the 
procedures for settlement availa- 
ble to him. Taft-Hartley was a 
route parallel to, not connected 
with, the WSB procedure. The 
strike had been delayed 99 days 
as contrasted with the maximum 
delay of 80 days under Taft-Hart- 
ley. There had been a hearing 
on the issues in dispute and bar- 
gaining which promised settle- 
ment up to the very hour before 
seizure had broken down. Faced 
with immediate national peril 
through stoppage in steel produc- 
tion on the one hand and faced 
with destruction of the wage and 
price legislative programs on the 
other, the President took tempo- 
rary possession of the steel mills 


as the only course open to him 
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consistent with his duty to take 
care that the laws be faithfully 
executed. 


Plaintiffs’ property was taken 
and placed in the possession of 
the Secretary of Commerce to 
prevent any interruption in steel 
production. It made no difference 
whether the stoppage was caused 
by a union-management dispute 
over terms and conditions of em- 
ployment, a union-Government 
dispute over wage stabilization or 
a management-government dis- 
pute over price stabilization. The 
President’s action has thus far 
been effective, not in settling the 
dispute, but in saving the various 
legislative programs at stake from 
destruction until Congress could 
act in the matter. 

The diversity of views ex- 
pressed in the six opinions of 
the majority, the lack of refer- 
ence to authoritative precedent, 
the repeated reliance upon prior 
dissenting opinions, the com- 
plete disregard of the uncon- 
troverted facts showing the 
gravity of the emergency and 
the temporary nature of the 
taking all serve to demonstrate 
how far afield one must go to 
affirm the order of the district 
court. 

The broad executive power 
granted by Article IT to an of- 
ficer on duty 365 days a year 
cannot, it is said, be invoked to 
avert disaster. Instead, the Pres- 
ident must confine himself to 
sending a message to Congress 
recommending action. Under 
this messenger-boy concept of 
the office, the President cannot 
even act to preserve legislative 
programs from destruction so 
that Congress will have some- 
thing left to act upon. There 
is no judicial finding that the 
executive action was unwar- 
ranted because there was in 


finding of the existence of an 
emergency (Footnote 95), for 
under this view, the gravity of 
the emergency and the immedi- 
acy of the threatened disaster 
are considered irrelevant as a 
matter of law. 


_ Seizure of plaintiffs’ property 
is not a pleasant undertaking. 
Similarly unpleasant. to a free 
country are the draft which dis- 
rupts the home and military pto- 
curement which causes economic 
dislocation and compels adoption 
of price controls, wage stabiliza- 
tion and allocation of materials. 
The President informed Congress 
that even a temporary Govern- 
ment operation of plaintiffs’ prop- 
erties was “thoroughly distaste- 
ful” to him, but was necessary to 
prevent immediate paralysis of 
the mobilization program. 


Advice for ‘Sturdy Judiciary.’ 


Presidents have been in the 
past, and any man worthy of the 
office should be in the future, 
free to take at least interim ac- 
tion necessary to execute legisla- 
tive programs essential to sur- 
vival of the nation. A sturdy judi- 
ciary should not be swayed by the 
unpleasantness or unpopularity of 
necessary executive action, but 
must independently determine for 
itself whether the President was 
acting, as required by the Con- 
stitution, “to take care that the 
laws be faithfully executed.” 


As the district judge stated, 
this is no time for “timorous” 
judicial action. But neither is 
this a time for timorous executive 
action. Faced with the duty of 
executing the defense programs 
which Congress has enacted and 
the disastrous effects that any 
stoppage in steel production 
would have on those programs, 
the President acted to preserve

Ig 1942, during the early part of 
World War II, your paper carried a 
number of news items concerning the 
protests, mass meetings and mass dem- 
onstrations at war plants against un- 
democratic, anti-Negro hiring practices 
in local war plants. 

As chairman of the local unit of the 
protesting March on Washington Com- 
mittee, I led demonstrations which were 
designed to focus public attention on 
this practice which was obviously weak- 
ening our war effort. In -1942 most of 
our efforts were directed against the 
United States Cartridge Co., a sub- 
sidiary of Olin Industries which 
was operating the Government’s local 
Small Arms Ammunition Plant. Our 
-mésfch on that plant on June 20, 1942 
was publicized throughout the world. 


Due to the present national emergen- 
cy the Small Arms Ammunition Plant 
is operating again and under the man- 
agement of Olin Industries, through af- 
other subsidiary. My investigation dis- 
closes that the workers are being hired 
on the basis of their ability to produce 
bullets, regardless of race, creed. color 
or national origin. The workers in the 
plant are thoroughly integrated. 

Since I led in publicly condemning 
Olin Industries in tie past. I feel that 
I should be among the first to publicly 
commend them for their present demo- 
cratic hiring policy. I believe that the 
public should know that Olin Indus- 
tries, in its operation of this plant, is 
doing its part to keep America great.

The Steel Decision—and the Future 


In the steel case the Supreme Court majority 


has placed an extremely narrow construction 
upon the President’s emergency powers, and 
even the dissenters fell far short of construing 
those powers as broadly as the President him- 
self had done. 

The majority, composed of Justices Black, 
Douglas, Frankfurter, Clark, Burton and Jack- 
son, held that Congress has not given the Presi- 
dent emergency power to seize the steel indus- 
try, and that he does not have it under the only 
other source of that power, the Constitution. 


Chief Justice Vinson, leading the dissent, 
argued that the President can order a temporary 
seizure as a method of fulfilling his responsi- 
bility to execute the laws which set up the de- 
fense program and the stabilization program. 
The majority rejected this doctrine and treated 
the seizure as a legislative, not an executive 
decision. eet ge | 

On that basis, since Congress under the Con- 
stitution enjoys exclusive authority to legislate, 
it is held that the President exceeded his au- 
thority. The fact that Congress, in passing the 
Taft-Hartley Act, had expressly declined to 
authorize seizure evidently weighed heavily with 
the majority.

In the words of Justice Black, “The Constitu- 
tion did not subject the law-making power of 
Congress to presidential or military supervision 
or control.” In the words of Justice Douglas, 
“The language of the Constitution is not am- 
biguous or qualified. It places not some legis- 
lative power in the Congress; article 1-section 1 
says ‘All legislative powers’... ” reside in 
Congress. 

If this is a strict interpretation, the minority 
opinion in which Justices Minton and Reed 
joined the Chief Justice is not in essence very 
much broader. For the Chief Justice by no 
means argues for the power of the President 
to seize the steel industry and fix its wages and 
terms of employment—which is what Mr. Tru- 
man ordered Secretary Sawyer to do. 

What the dissenters upheld was the Presi- 
dent’s power to “act in an emergency to main- 
tain the status quo.” They argued that the pur- 
pose of the steel seizure was “to save the situa- 
tion until Congress could act,” and that the 
President’s general responsibility as Chief Ex- 
ecutive authorized him to do so. He was acting, 
they said, as a judge would act in issuing a stay’ 
to maintain the status quo during consideration 
of a case. 

. Pa . 

This is a rather tortured version of the facts, 
for though Mr. Truman did protect his legal 
flank by inviting Congress to approve or disap- 
prove the seizure, the real purpose of seizure 
was not to get a law through Congress but to 
compel the industry to settle its dispute on 
the Government's terms. 

In any event what the dissenters are saying 
is that the President can seize in order to freeze 
a situation, but that the unfreezing of it—which 
would include the right to impose a wage settle- 
ment—ts the function of Congress. 

The implication is, then, that all nine justices 
opposed what Mr. Truman tried to do, which 
was to use seizure as a means of compelling 
settlement, though three of them would support 


him in using seizure as a means of maintaining 
the status quo. . 

The majority decision is now the law of the 
land, and two consequences are immediately 


apparent—one, the need for prompt action: to . 


end the steel strike, and another, the need for 


a clear legislative determination of seizure pow- 


ers in future emergencies of this kind.- 

‘Practically it must be doubted whether Con- 
gress can or will act fast enough to prevent the 
serious effects of a prolonged stoppage of steel 
production. But nothing in the court’s opinion 
prevents. the President from acting under the 
Defense Production Act to seek a settlement by 
negotiation and mediation. 

: s © os 

Since the Government is a party to this dis- 
pute, Mr. Truman cannot just let labor and man- 
agement fight it out over the prostrate body of 
national defense. Both sides express a willing- 
ness now to, enter upon genuine collective bar- 
gaining. If they cannot promptly agree on a 
contract it will be the President's duty to try to 
bring them together/ 

If he cannot induce the steelworkers to accept 
a compromise wage settlement—and his own 
unreserved backing of the WSB proposal will 
make that very difficult—then he must ask the 
Office of Economic Stabilization to review the 
price situation and determine whether a moder- 
ate price increase enabling the industry to ac- 
cept the wage proposal is feasible. 


It may well be that more recent profit figures 
than those previously considered will warrant a 
new decision. There are inflationary risks in 
this course, but they are inherent in the situa- 
tion that Mr. Truman has created. Ending the 
steel strike now again takes top priority. 


If it cannot be ended by negotiation, by a 
review of positions all around, then the alterna- 
tive surely must be the invoking of the Taft- 
Hartley Act. Between the two, a settlement at 
this time is much to be preferred. Experience 
has shown that the Taft-Hartley procedure is 
not a perfect solution for labor disputes. : 

o ” * 

Before the court’s decision, we said, that, 
whichever way it went, “the power for the Chief 
Executive to deal with defense emergencies 
must exist,” and we called for a clear congres- 
sional determination of that power. The court 
majority denies the President seizure power, in 
part, because Congress denied it in considering 
the Taft-Hartley Act. But that law was passed 
in 1947, before the Korean emergency, before 
the present defense program, before the stabili- 
zation program growing out of defense needs. 

What is now needed is a method of averting 
strikes in vital defense industries when the pro- 
cedures of collective bargaining, of the stabiliza- 
tion agencies and the Taft-Hartley Act do not 
avert them. Congress, we think, should work 
out carefully considered seizure legislation, im- 
posing equality of sacrifice upon both labor and 
management, for standby use during the period 
of the defense emergency. 

As we said when the case first went to the 
court, ‘“‘when the Government has the power to 
draft a man for service In an emergency it 
should have the same power to draft materials 
which that man must use in his country’s 
defense.” } 


An Issue for the Governor’s Race 


Mayor Stanley I. Dale of St. Joseph has an 
excellent plank in his campaign for the Republi- 
can nomination for Governor in his proposal for 
reform of the outmoded system of management 
of Missouri’s state parks. 

As our readers know, the Post-Dispatch has 
frequently directed attention to what is wrong 
with the coneessioner system, whereby the park 
operator keeps 95 per cent and passes on to 
the state only 5 per cent of all he takes in, 
however much that might be. 

Park income figures show how the “system” 
works—to the advantage of the concessioner 
and, need it be added, to the disadvantage of 
the taxpayer and often to the disadvantage of 
the park user. Here are the shares at five 
representative state parks:

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John Dewey 

There are plenty of arguments about some of 
the teachings of John Dewey; but even more 
than William James, he is the philosopher of 
modern America—unless we are under the 
tragic compulsion of handing that palm to Sen- 
ator Joseph McCarthy. 

The core of John. Dewey’s thought is a firm 
faith in the importance of an inquiring, disci- 


plined freedom. His educational theories were. 


based on this.. He did not want teachers to im- 


' pose ideas on children. He wanted the child to 


come by ideas in the process of working out 
his own needs. 

Applied by extremists, this theory led to mis- 
chief. All continuity and integration cannot be 
banished from the school. There must be ties 
to a past which is beyond the child’s own ex- 
perience. But John Dewey himself rejected 
overly radical applications of what he preached. 


He saw the school as the place in which all 


aspects of an idea or a situation were examined, 
and where conclusions were reached not on the 


basis of custom or tradition, but as the result 
of scientific inquiry. Beyond the classroom, he 


saw. an ever-changing society—and at least the 
possibility that every change might be an 
‘improvement. 

John ‘was greatly fascinated by Thomas 


Thomas Jefferson, he might have said: “Nature 
intended me for the tranquil pursuits of science 
by rendering them my supreme delight. But 
the enormities of the times in which I have 
lived have forced me to take part in resisting 
them.” John Dewey fought valiantly against 
the enormities of his times. He fought to pro- 
vide a hearing for Trotsky’s charges against the 


tyranny of Stalin; he helped to found new 


schools; he supported journals of liberal opin- 
ion; he took a hand in establishing a new party 
when he felt one was needed in New York; in- 
deed, he constantly promoted intelligence as the 
true guardian of freedom. For him the last 
word was never spoken, the last battle never 
won: 

The foundation of democracy is faith in 
the capacities of human nature; faith in 
human intelligence and in the power of 
. pooled and co-operative experience, It is 
not belief that these things are complete 
but that, if given a show, they will grow 
and be able to generate progressively the 
knowledge and the wisdom needed to guide 
collective action. 

That is something worth remembering these 
days when even in the United States there are 
those who would circumscribe thought and dis- 


cussion for the sake of an imposed orthodoxy.

State Rights—If Convenient

President Truman has vetoed the con- 
troversial tidelands oil bill, as advertised, 
and a long battle has another round com- 
ing up as supporters of the measure seek 
to override the veto. 

Tidelands oil never was much of an 
issue until a few years ago. Oil’ was dis- 
covered off the shores of the United 
States, principally near the toasts of Cali- 
fornia, Louisiana and Texas. 


The late Harold Ickes, then Secretary of 
the Interior, led a fight to have it declared 
a reserve of the Fed- 
eral Government. 
The United States 
Supreme Court ulti- 
mately determined 
the Government pos- 
sesses “paramount 
power and domin- 
ion” over the lands, 
which actually are 
submerged by coast- 
al waters. . 

The fight has gone 
from there. The flag 
of states’ rights was 
+g Pn spn or , , 

obby,  well-fi- 
manced as always, Harold L. Ickes 
has sought legislation in Congress to turn 
the tidelands over to state jurisdiction. 

Congress has gone along. The lobby, 
among other things, cleverly played upon 
the intense distrust of the Administration 
which prevails in Congress. a 


Basically, the problem is one of how the 
vast oil reserves will be used. The Fed- 
eral Government contends they should be 
preserved for national emergencies and 
not employed for short-term gain. 

Opponents of federal jurisdiction, the 
oil lobby and the states concerned, want 
state control because it wiJl mean more or 
less unrestricted exploitation of the re- 
source without regard to Washington or 
what it may hold to be the national need. 

The states’ claim to the tidelands oil 
might be viewed much more sympatheti- 


cally if its chief proponent, the oil lobby, 
had a better record of concern for the 
general welfare. The record is such, how- 
ever, as to open the whole case to serious 
question. 

The oil lobbyists, for instance, find 
states’ rights a handy rallying point in 
the matter at hand. But in a few months 
they will turn around as they have done in 
the past, and use every trick in their book 
to block a severance tax on oil and gas.in 
Kansas. 

It will not be states’ rights this time, 
but “confiscatory” taxation which will be 
the hue and cry. States’ rights will be 
mentioned only in raising the question of 
the right of the state to levy such a tax. 

That is only one example which falls 
close to home. The manner in which the 
lobbyists raise heaven and earth to pre- 
serve generous tax privileges granted 
through ‘the 27 per cent depletion allow- 
ance is another illustration of. how the 
general welfare is relegated to a rear 
position. 

A case can be made for the depletion 
allowance on the grounds of high risk in 
discovering new oil deposits, but certainly 
no evidence has been presented to sustain 
the 27 per cent rate and the oil industry 
is in a class by itself with such princely 
grants. 


The oil industry is a relatively young 
and rapidly expanding industry, highly es- 
sential to the nation. The railroad indus- 
try at one time was just as young and ex- 
panding just as rapidly. It was, as now, 
vital to the national economy. 

If one would turn the pages of history, 
he uridoubtedly would find the same line 
of argument raised against federal regula- 
tion of railroads as is now employed in 
the tidelands case. 

In view of the record, it is difficult to 
become unduly alarmed over the cries of 
federal usurpation of states’ powers. With 
those shouting the loudest, it is an. issue 
of convenience rather than one of con- 
viction.

For nothing would 
be easier for the Republican con- 
vention to do than to make it im- 
possible for any Republican to 
win. The proper formula for 
making it impossible for any Re- 
publican to win in November has 
had aé fine demonstration in 
Texas. 

However much some of the 
Republican politicians may hate 
to hear it said, the Republican 
party is a minority party. Be- 
cause the regular and habitual 
Republicans are a minority in the 
nation, it is very difficult for the 
Republican party to win national 
elections. 


Only Possible Winner. 


The odds are against it, and 
only under extraordinary condi- 
tions does the Republican party 
have a good fighting chance of 
winning. Because they are the 
minority party, the Republicans 
can win only if they can keep 
all their own strength and make 
big inroads among those who 
have been voting for the Demo- 
crats. 

Can anyone deny that Ejisen- 
hower, if nominated, will have 
the full Republican support? Is 
there any serious doubt that more 
Democrats and more independents 
might vote for Eisenhower than 
would vote for Taft? 

Does it not follow, then, that 
Eisenhower's political line must 
be to concentrate on what it 
takes to win the election, not on 
what some one imagines. will 
make it easier to collect dele- 
gates in order to win the nomina- 
tion? 

Eisenhower's claim to the nom- 
ination rests entirely on the pros- 


alone, can lead the Republicans 
to victory in November. If, 
therefore, he does anything to

If he goes along so far that he 
is obviously playing the old rou- 


tine political game, he will be 
buying a mess of pottage. For 
the magic of his popularity, 
though it is immensely powerful, 
is also ethereal and could vanish. 
There are experts in both par- 
ties who are sitting up nights 
working out devices to make that 
possibly vanish if they possibly 
can, 


Traps by Experts. 


The principal device which 
these experts will use to destroy 
Eisenhower’s popularity will be 
to lure him into compromising 
himself publicly for his personal 
advantage. They will exploit a 
quite sincere and innocent pub- 
lic sentiment. They will argue 
that the voters have a right to 
know his opinions on all the is- 
sues and, therefore, why. not on 
the particular issue they are in- 
terested in having him commit 
himself to. 

They will argue that if he does 
not have an opinion on all the is- 
sues, particularly the issue they 
want him to commit himself to, 
the people back home will think 
he is not qualified to be Presi- 
dent. They will argue that if he 
does not express an opinion on 
every issue, particularly the one 
they are interested in, he will be 
regarded as evasive. 


No Time to Study Issues. 


Yet it will do him no good to 
pretend to have opinions on is- 
sues when all he really has is? 
what someone tells him it will be 
a good idea for him to say. He 
need have no doubt, in my view, 
that the people who are disposed 
to be for him, the people who in 
the end alone can elect him, will 
understand perfectly well why he 
has not had the time to study 
all these questions and, under- 
standing that, they will be quick 
to resent phony and synthetic and 
self-serving declaracions. 


It is not a disadvantage to the 
country or to the Republican 
party that there is a man in sight 
and available for President who 
is not committed by, is not 


snarled up with, all the issues 
that are dividing and embitter- 
ing our people. Far from its being 


win the nomination which would 
impair his chances of being 
elected, he will in fact be reduc- 
ing his claim to the nomination. 

Eisenhower will be pushed and 
prodded to say and to do all sorts

WASHINGTON, June 3 (AP)— 
The Supreme Court has refused 
to interfere with the death sen- 
tence imposed on Oscar Collazo, 
the Puerto Rican convicted of 
murder for his part in an attempt 
to assassinate President Truman 
in November of 1950.

MACKINAC ISLAND, Mich., 
June 3 (AP)—A nuclear physicist 
who helped create the atom 
bomb apologized for the Hiro- 
shima and Nagasaki bombings to 
a Japanese delegation at the 


armament yesterday. 

R. J. Moon, University of Chi- 
cago professor, addressed his 
apology directly to two former 
Japanese Cabinet ministers who 
shared the. speaker’s platform 
with him. 

The scientist sald he was sorry 
that the tremendous energy of 
nuclear fission had been used to 
destroy rather than to provide 
benefits for mankind. 

His apology was accepted by 
Keizo Shibusawa, former minister 
of finance and head of the Japa- 
nese delegation to the assembly. 
Shibusawa stepped forward and 
shook hands with Prof. Moon. He 
promised to spread the ideology 
of MRA to his friends in Japan. 
Followers of the movement, 
which is combatting Communism, 
believe the world’s problems can 
be solved by its philosophy of 
absolute honesty, purity, un- 
selfishness and love. 

The apology also was accepted 
by Kanju Kato, former minister 
of labor and a member of the 
right-wing Socialist party.

Parents’ Untruths

E have discussed in earlier columns the important ques- 
Wis» of telling the truth, and have indicated that it is 

necessary for most children to reach a certain stage 
of maturity before they can consistently distinguish fact 
from fancy, and before. they can be counted on to be con- 
sistently truthful. Most four-year-olds, for example, are 
quite normally less than perfect truth-tellers. 

Today let us look at the other side of the picture. Do 
you always tell your children the truth? Most of you do, 
we are sure. All of you should; except perhaps under 
very unusual circumstances. 

A recent correspondent has sent us a list of lies told 
him by his parents, a list so unusual that we repeat it in 
part here for you, as a horrible example of the way in 
which some parents used to treat their children. (We believe 
that truthfulness among parents is on the upswing.) Our 
correspondent says that now looking back he would think 
it all quite funny if it were not so tragic to him—for he 
will never forgive his parents for these falsehoods.

AMONG THE THINGS he was told by his parents are 
these: 

That babies were made by doctors out of chemicals 
in their laboratories.

done, he or she may be given 
the outside piece or pieces. For- 
tunately, there are always two 
sides to a roast. 

Although I have become a fair- 
ly good convert to low tempera- 
ture roasting for most purposes, 
I fall from grace when it comes 
to beef. I still use a hot oven 
for half an hour or so, and then 
reduce the temperature. eI like 
that crisp outer coating and I like 
the browner gravy that will result 
when this method is used. I like 
to rub meat well with salt and 
pepjer before it goes into the 
oven. There are those who also 
use a clove of garlic for light 
rubbing. I reserve this for other 
meats, as I like the fine flavor of 
good beef without any accent. 

Next to a prime roast of beef 
is a good pot roast. This can be 
very fine indeed, especially if the 
meat is allowed to marinate 
(that’s the fancy word for “soak’’) 
in a spicy liquid for a few hours 
before cooking. The roast should 
be seared well in fat after it has 
been drained, then the liquid will 
be poured over it and it may be 
simmered in a tightly covered 
kettle, or in a covered roaster in 
the oven. 

Rib Roast of Beef. 


Rub roast with salt and pepper 
and arrange fat side up in roast- 
ing pan. If a meat thermometer 
is used, insert into center of 
thickest portion of meat. Add hot 
water. Roast in pre-heated oven 
by your choice of two methods: 

Sear roast in hot oven (500 
degrees) 20 to 30 minutes. Re- 
duce heat to moderate (350 de- 
grees), or 

Roast in slow oven (325 de- 
grees) for whole period. Al- 
low 20 to 25 minutes per pound 
for rare beef, (140 degrees by 
meat thermometer) — 26 to 30 
minutes per pound for medium 
(160 degrees by meat thermom- 
eter) — and 30 to 35 minutes 
per pound for well done (170 
degrees by meat thermometer.) 


Pot Roast. 


Brown’ meat on all sides in hot 
Sprinkle 
Add one 


stalk of celery and one bay leaf. 
Cover tightly and simmer over 
very low heat two to three hours.. 
Turn roast once or twice during 
cooking. More water may be 
added, if necessary, but some 
juice will cook off the meat. If 
desired, other vegetables may be 
added during the last hour of 
cooking. It may be necessary to 
add a little more liquid at this 
time.

You can tell if your tank needs 
cleaning by removing the cover 
at the top, pushing away the 
scum that forms on the surface 
of the sewage and measuring the 
space between the scum and the 
somewhat solid sludge at the base 
of the tank. When this space is 
one-half the total depth of the 
tank, better have it cleaned out. 

Some of the sludge should, how- 
ever, be left in the tank as this 
contains the bacteria required for 
the proper action of the tank. 

Inspecting the tank, letting light 
get to the contents and pushin 
away the scum for measuring wi 
not harm the action of the tank. 

If you let the tank go too long 
before cleaning, the sludge in the 
bottom will build up and flow into 
the disposal field. In time it will 
clog up the tile and ycu’ll be 
stuck with a nice expensive and 
time consuming job.

Dangers of Childbirth Now Greatly Reduced— Grantly Read Method of ‘Natural’ Birth Discussed

OW dangerous is childbirth? 

The possibility of death or 

injury used to be something 
to worry about. Women had 
their babies too fast, they weren’t 
given prenatal care, babies were 
delivered at home without any 
equipment more special than a 
pot of boiling water and a mid- 
wife. They had no miracle drugs, 
such as penicillin, to use if infec- 
tion set in. 

About nine out of 10 women 
now have their babies in hos- 
pitals—and most hospitals are 
equipped with oxygen tanks, 
blood banks, miracle drugs, sur- 
gical tools, and, last but not least, 
expert obstetricians. 

Today only one mother in 2000 
dies in childbirth—and that fig- 
ure includes mothers whose babies 
first see the light of day in back- 
woods cabins, taxicabs, cold-water 


tenements, and fruit orchards, Of 


those who go to the hospital, only 
one in about 3000 dies. So you 
can see that your chances of 
dying for your child are slim in- 
deed. All told, it’s much more 
dangerous to go driving than it is 
to have a baby. 
But even so—isn’t it painful? 


Yes, it is—but how much so 
depends on how much you feel 
pain or how you react to it. Per- 
haps you're the kind who feels it 
is really nothing at all to have a 
tooth extracted. Or perhaps, 
while you don’t really mind pain 
itself, you’re nervous and tense 
and likely to scream when you're 
threatened with any kind of op- 
eration—even the idea of having 
a splinter removed upsets you. 

Whatever your type, face it and 
tell your doctor. He will tell you 
what you can expect at what 
stage, he will be there when he’s 
most needed, and will be guided 
by your reactions as to the kind 
of and how much anesthesia you'll 
probaby want. 


When I had my first child, I 


was terribly eager to know what 
it was all about. ‘It seemed to 


. al

me that it was probably the big- 
gest event in my life and I didn’t 
want to be asleep when it hap- 
pened. I was utterly fearless. I 
wanted to know everything and 
see everything. 

My doctor was a very pleasant 
person and indulgent. He stayed 
pretty close to me ,tthrough labor 
and described the activities that 
were taking pleace inside me. I 
was. quite surprised to find that 
it hurt, but I stuck it out. When 
he delivered my baby, he held 
her up and showed her to me, 
spanking her as he did it. 

Then he gave me gas so that 
he could take some stitches with- 
out giving me further pain. It 


was an interesting and exciting 
experience but I didn’t really 
learn a thing. Nature provided 
me with a sort of haze that was 
so strong that when I came out 
of the gas finally I couldn’t even 
remember whether my baby was 
a boy or a girl, Only that I'd had 
a baby! 
& & 


ODAY, many women have 
their babies through the: 
Grantly Read method—com- 
monly called “natural childbirth” 
—without any anesthesia. This 
method is more than just know- 
ing what is happening and relax- 
ing, it is working at it. 
Preparation includes a series 


of breathing and relaxing exer- 
cises all through pregnancy, the 
full co-operation of your doctor, 
and a rather extensive knowledge 
of what birth is. 

It has as its reward a fuller 
experience of delivery and birth 
than the mother who is anesthe- 
tized gets—you hear your baby’s 
first cry, and see him fresh from 
your body. 

Dr. Grantly Read has done one 
great service for. all womankind: 
he has focused attention on how 
normal the activity ‘of childbirth 
is; how much easier it is to. put 
up with it when you understand. 

Whether you use the Read 
method or not, it’s well worth 


while to talk to your doctor about 
it as well as about methods em- 
ploying anesthesia. 

If you're like me, you'll want 
your husband around while you're 
having your baby. 

My husband is calm where I 
am flurried; patient where I am 
impatient; full of strength where 
I am weak. It’s wonderful to have 
him around at any time, but es- 
pecially when I’m having a baby. 

Some husbands prefer to get 
out of the way, and some wives 
prefer that they should. But many 
husbands want to help, and many 
more could, if women would make 
it known that fathers, too, have 
an honored place in the mater- 
nity hospital.

F you have an understanding 
doctor, it is possible that you 
‘Can make an arrangement with 
him that recognizes your hus- 
band’s standing in the baby-pro- 
during business: 

When I had my Jast baby, my 
doctor permitted me to labor in a 
private hospital room, instead of 
in one of the ceHs reserved for 
such activity. This meant that.my 
husband was with me until I went 
to the delivery room. 

He timed the pains, held my 
hand, talked to me, played chess 
with me, and when I left for the 
delivery room, hung out of the 
window so that he could hear the 
baby’s first cry, which came right 
after my last one. 

He knew before I did that we 
had a girl. When I woke up he 
was right there to tell me about it. 

Some husbands are a help even 
in the delivery room. Many. wom- 
en using the ‘Dr. Read method 
make their husbands a part of 
their conquering of pain. Others 
find that the presence of their 
husbands cuts down on their need 
of anesthesia. Of course, if your 
husband shudders at the mere 
idea, drop the subject. You don’t 
want two babies to worry about. 
If he is willing but timid, how- 
ever, encourage him. There is 
nothing unnatural about his being 
on hand—after all, it isn’t too 
long ago that fathers frequently 
delivered their own children, and 
did a mighty fine job of it, too,

Theoretically, West’s hand was 
too good for a shutout bid, but 
he reasoned that he would have 
to find considerable strength in 
East’s hand to make a slam—and 
strength, morever, in the right 
places—so West played down the 
slam picture in order to set up a 
possible trap. 

It is’ quite true that South 
should not have put out his neck 
at the four-level, particularly 
since he had refused to make a 
light one-club bid originally, but 
a shutout bid such as West’s, . 
raising the strong suspicion that 
game-stealing is being attempted, 
acts as a goad upon most op- 
ponents. There is something espe- 
cially distasteful about letting the 
enemy “get away with a stéal.” 
So South fell in—and West did 
not do any buck-passing; he knew 
East could look to him for any- 
thing like the defensive strength 
he had, so he promptly doubled. 

The opening lead gave West 
something of a problem, but he 
solved it by leading the ace and 
a low spade. East ruffed and 
had the vision to return a low 
diamond. West won with the 
blank king, then laid down the 
heart ace to see East’s follow-suit 
card. East signaled emphatically 
with the heart jack, so West con- 
tinued the suit. After winning 
with the heart king, East cashed 
the diamond ace and gave West 
a diamond ruff, and West then 
completed the rout by leading a 
spade which East ruffed with the 
jack. This established the club 
queen for West, and so the out- 
come with a five-trick, 900-point 
penalty.

Louis that operates such crack 
freight trains it has hung a fancy 
name on its freight service. 

The name is “The Blue Streak” 
and the railroad is the Cotton 
Belt. An accent on speedily and 
efficiently transporting freight js 
part of the history of the Cotton 
Belt, or to give it its official name, 
St. Louis Southwestern Railway 
Lines. And history is in the air 
around the Cotton Belt this year, 
for the road is eelebrating its 
seventy-fifth birthday. | 

The history began in East Texas 
back in 1877, with the start of a 
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narrow gauge line, 214% miles 
long, bearing the unusual name 
of the Tyler Tap Railroad. The 
locomotive that made the first run 
that year was fired with wood. 
The citizens of Tyler, Texas, who 
had financed the railroad, were 
fired with determination to get 
into the main stream of transpor- 
tation and commerce by tapping 
onto a main line railroad. 

Their short stretch of track be- 
came the first link in what today 
is the 1569-mile Cotton Belt Sys- 
tem, which describes a sweeping 
arc from St. Louis, through Ar- 
kansas and deep in the heart of 
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Texas—with offshoots in Illinois, 
Tennessee and Louisiana. 
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THE GRAND PLAN for de- 
velopment of a major railroad— 
with St. Louis as a focal point— 
soon developed. The Tyler Tap 


ran into money troubles in about 
two years, and a group of St. 
Louisans headed by James W. 
Paramore entered the picture. 
They owned the St: Louis Cotton 
Compress Company and wanted to 
find a quick way to bring Texas 
cotton to St. Louis for grading, 
compressing and shipping to East- 
ern markets. They and the Tyler 
group formed a new company and 
went quickly forward with plans 
to extend the rails northward to 
the TeXas-Arkansas state line and 
there connect with the Iron Moun- 
tain Railroad, which would take 
their cars into St. Louis. 


They had reckoned, however, 
without Jay Gould, the railroad 
tycoon, financier and stock mar- 
ket manipulator extraordinary. 
Gould, who was fighting to estab- 
lish a railroad monopoly in the 
Southwest, bought the Iron Moun- 
tain and revoked the agreement 
to, allow its tracks to be used 
the new railroad into St. Louis. 
His purpose was to force the

out, 


Paramore was not to be buf- 
faloed by Gould. He decided to 
build his own line northward 
through Arkansas and part of 
Missouri to another connecting 
point with St, Louis. To help, he 
enlisted the services of Samuel W. 
Fordyce, whose courage and re- 
sourcefulness equaled his own.

O LAY OUT the right-of-way, 

Fordyce rode the entire route 

astride an old gray mule, ac- 
cording to one story. He traversed 
forbiddingly wild country, rugged 
terrain and malaria-ridden 
swamps. His aim was to locate 
the line to serve and develop as 
much territory as possible, while 
holding down costs wherever feasi- 
ble. He met strong opposition in 
some places and enthusiastic co- 
operation in others. 

When construction got under- 
way, there were many. obstacles 
to be overcome, among them the 
building of long bridges over the 
many rivers of the area, On one 
occasion, a gun-toting sheriff's 
posse had to be taken en a wild 
train ride to halt a disgruntled

Finally, however, the job was 
done and the hard core of the 
present Cotton Belt ee yer was 
complete.

carried on the thriving line. To- 
day, although the road—as some 
eager statistician has figured out 
—hauls enough cotton yearly to 
make a dress for just about every 
woman in the world, cotton ac- 
counts for less than 10 per cent 
of the railroad’s total tonnage. 
Hundreds of items, from steel to 
roses and from chemicals to or- 
anges, are transported over the 
system and—through connections 
with other roads—go to every 
state in the union.

THE EARLY DAYS of the Cot- 
ton Belt were days of colorful pi- 
oneering by rugged individualists 
intent on pushing through their 
sweeping plans in the face of great 
obstacles. In its maturity, the rail- 
road continued its pioneering in 
a somewhat different vein— 
searching for and putting into ef- 
fect new transportation ideas 
aimed at the single goal of expe- 
diting freight movements, of get- 
ting things faster to the people 
who use them. 

Outstanding in this latter day 
pioneering was the inauguration 
some 20 years ago of “first class” 
schedules for less - than - carload 
merchandise trains by using a 
fast passenger-type locomotive to 
get freight cars to their destina- 
tions at speeds approaching those 
of passenger trains. This “hot 
shot” train, the first “Blue 
Streak,” was for years regarded 
as the fastest freight train in the 
world. It revolutionized railroad 
freight service. 

Other “firsts” were scored in

the Southwest by the Cotton Belt 
in its continuous efforts to keep 
handling freight faster and faster. 
Store door pickup and delivery 
service, and co-ordinated rail and 
truck service were among them, 
Others were the progressive re- 
porting to customers of shipments 
en route, second morning deliv- 
eries from St. Louis to key Texas 
points and through scheduled 
package car service. 

In its eff to keep its cars 
rolling fast and safe, the railroad 
during the last decade has spent 
$21,034,818 for improvements. Of 
this, $11,194,519 was for new lo- 
comotives; $6,495,220 for freight 
cars; $2,002,671 for rail and track 
material, and $1,342,406 for cen- 
tralized traffic control and signal 
equipment, 

During 1951 around $4,000,000 
went for new diesel locomotives, 
the largest year’s expenditure for 
such a purpose in the road's his- 
tory. Except for a few through 
freight trains, the system: is now 
dieselized, and the program is ex- 
pected to be completed in the 
next two or three years. 
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AST YEAR SAW the Cotton 
Belt get as its new president 
one of the youngest heads of 
any railroad in the country. He 
is 47-year-old H. J. McKenzie, a 
Texgn who stands six feet, three 
inches tall in his stocking feet. 
Nicknamed “Big Mac” for obvious
